Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/14/2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant at page 2 second 
paragraph of the response provides a definition of "foveation point" and applicant contends at page 3-4 of the response that Heinzelman et 
al does not teach "foveation point" and "foveation area proximate the foveation point". However, applicant's newly presented definition of 
"foveation point" is in contrast to the definition applicant gave to "foveation point" in the specification. At page 6 lines 1-2 applicant's 
specification defines "foveation point" as "A foveation point 16 can be defined as a focal center of the foveated area 12." At page 10 
lines 16-18 applicant's specification defines "foveation point" as "Over the domain, an area is unchanged near the center of foveation point 
16 and decreases as the distance from the foveation point to the periphery increases.". At page 1 1 line 16 applicant's specification 
defines "foveation point" as "A foveation point 32 is selected as the center of a foveated area/layer 34.". Therefore, applicant's 
specification defines "foveation poinf differently then applicant has provided at page 2 second paragraph of the response. In view of 
MPEP 21 1 1 .01 and the supporting case law, the definition given by the specification takes precedence to the definition newly presented 
by applicant. The specification's definition of foveation area as an area of motion corresponds to Heinzelmans' area of motion and the 
claimed foveation point corresponds by applicant's specification's definition to the center of the area surrounding the motion area. Thus, 
applicants arguments are not persuasive to overcome the rejection based upon Heinzelman.
